Maserzcre of Chinese Christians. 


Sa Francisco, Deo. 9.—Advices from 
Chung King, China, by steamer China, which 
arrived yesterday, state that the troubleée at 
Ia Chu Hsien arose irom the massacre of 
Chinese Christians at Loong Tuy Tsin by 
members of the Loo Huy Sos Society, during 
a celebration in honor of the society’s patron 
diety. After the celebration had lasted 
several days the Brotherpood consulted 
their gods eas to whetber it would be 
safe to plunder the Christians. 
The reply being in the affirmative, the 
Brotberhood made a raid on a number of 
well-to-do Christian families and carried of a 
lot ot booty. A few days later they made a 
fresh attack and massacred over twenty ver- 
sons, nineteen bodies being counted in the 
Streets and several more are knownto dave 
been cut in pleces and thrown intothe river. 
The Mission buildings and many others were 
burned and the corpses thrown into the 
Memes. On the following day the Brother- 
hood proceeded to another market town and 
made an assault on the Christiansthere. The 
latter fled, but ope of them was kilied. 


Talleyrarsd’s Memoirs. 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—Lovers of gossip about 
Public men are doomed to a disappointment 
if the statement ofthe Duc de Broglie, about 
Talleyrand’s wemoirs, is to be relied on, and 
as the Duc is the editor ef the volumes he may 
be presumed to know. He says that the 
memoirs about which there bas been so much 
curiosity, are reailvy very dry and uninter- 
esting, being almost wholly devoid of per- 
sonal gossip. They are of a political char- 
acter, and Talleyrand’s anxiety not to have 
them published until twour three generations 
after his death, must Lave been due, not to 
personal, but state considerations, 


Ceunt Herbert Bismarck’s Trip. 


BERLIN, Dec. 9.—In an interview to-day 
Count Herbert Bismarck, who ban just re- 
turned to Berlin from Londonand Paris, 
denounced the obstinacy of those newspapers 
which persist im seeking to discover a poil- 
tical object in bistrip, which be declares was 
taken solely fer pleasure. He spoke enthusl- 
astically of the promer ades, the theaters and 
the stores of Paris. 


Duelists Barred Oat. 


LOXDON, Dec. 9.—The Belgian Government 
has issued iustructions to the magistrates and 
police to rigidly prosecute and punish all per- 
sons guilty of coming from other states to 
fight ducis on this side of Belgian. This will 
be a very inconvenient regulation for Paris- 
fans who have been in the babit of visiting 
Belgium to avoid the French laws against 
duelling. 


The Eight-Hour Movement. 


Lonpos, Dec. 9.—John Burus, the noted 
Socialist, stated to-day that on May 4 next 
there would be a general strike of the trades 
for eight hours. A strike on the leading lines 
of Scottish railways is certain unless the com- 
panies concede eight hours a day.

The Dunz ell Apportionment Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 9.—Mr. Dunnell, 
Chairman of the House Committee on the 
Eleventh Census, introduced in the house to- 
day a bill making an apportionment of Repre- 


sentatives in Congress among the severai 
States. The bill provides that after 
the 8d dav of Murch, 1893, 
the House shall be composed of 3866 members. 
The representation of some of the States is 
increased as follows: Alabamal, Arkansas 2, 
California 1, Colorado 1, Georgia 1. Liliinois 2, 
Kansas, I; Massachusetts, 1; Minnesota, 2; 
Missour!, 1; Nebraska, 1; New Jersey, 1; 
Pennsylvania, 2; Tennessee, 2; Texas, 2; 
Wasbington, 1; Wisconsin, 1. 

The representation from the other States 
will remain unchanged. Seo. 2 of the 
bill provides that whenever a new 
State is admitted to the Union 
the representative or representatives 
assigned to it shall be in addition to the nuni- 
ber 856. Sec. 8 provides that in each State 
entitled under thIS apportionment, the num- 
ber to which such State may be entitled in the 
Fifty-third and each subsequent Congress 
shall Le elected by districts composed of con- 
tiguonus territory and containing as nearly as 
practicable an equal number of inhabitants. 

The districts are to be equal in number to 
the representatives to which their State is en- 
tit led in Congress. no one district electing 
more thau one representative. Sec. (provides 
that in case of an Increase in the number of 
representatives which may be given to any 
State under this apportionmant, the addi- 
tional representative rrepresentatives shall 
be elected by the State at large and the other 
representatiye by the districts now pre- 
scribed by law until the Legislature 
of the State shall redietrictthe State, and if 
there be no increase In the number of repre- 
sentatives froma State the representatives 
eneli be elected from the districts now pre- 
ecribed by law until the State be redistricted 
by the Legisiature of the State. 

This bili ie very like the one recently intro- 
duced by Representative Frenk of Missouri. 
The apportionment is on the same basis of 
representation.

was unable to bring any of the coveted 
lymph with me., said the doctor, in discuss 
ing the subject with a reporter last evening. 
„But I expect aconsignment soon. Sbortly 
before I left Berlin, Dr. Koch announced that 
he would havea large supply for distribution 
about Dec. 13, and that he woula divide it 
among the physicians in accordance with 
the dates of theirapplications. Halt of Ber- 
lin almost took advantage of his promise. I 
was fortugate enough to be among the early 
subscribers. When I receive the lymph I 
shall experiment with it in the New York 
Skin and Cancer Hospital.

AN AGENT OF TERRIFIC POWER. 

Its use in advanced stages wf the disease is 
dangerous, It can accomplish all that is 
claimed for it oy the secular press. It is 
curative, howevyer, for cases in carly stages. 
But its limitations have not yet been deter- 
mined. The hopeful feature about it ie that 
Dr. Koch bas worked out the remedy on 
scientific lines of inquiry and investigation. 
Ite discovery was not an accident, as was 
Senner’s discovery of vaccine. Koch first 
discovered the baccillus which causes the 
disease, and then by experiment he learned 
what would «ill the bDaciilus. We may hope 
in the same way to discover remedies 
that are applicable to all destructive diseases 
that flesh is belr to. There is no 
secret aboutthe matter except as to the for- 
mula ofthe composition. Opinion in Berlin 
is divided astothat. Some people believe it 
to be a chemlcal compound; others think it is 
a cultivated form of some baccilius, a vaccine 
like virus ora potmain, whichis a secretion 
found inthetissue where baciili have been 
secreted. Dr. Koch fears unscrupulous man- 
ufacture of the lymph aud declines,therefore, 
to make ite composition public. He is not in- 
fluenced in this course by any pecuaiary mo- 
tive. As tothat there le no doubt. It will 
mot bean expensive medicime at ail when 
once it is supplied in quantities. A little of it 
willgo agreat way. It must be strongly di- 
luted before a dove of 1,100 part ot a cubic 
dontime ter only is used. 

PATIENTS AT BERLIN. 

Dr. Goffe said tust ne had not heard of any 

merican patients in Berlin. It was useless 

na meediess, be added, for pore to go to 

orlin atthe present time. be report in re- 
gard to the crowded condition of the city had 
not been exaggerated. 

‘*The cliniecs,’’ he continued, are crowded 
to the doors. Even the balls and cvurridors 
are filled with physicians struggling to gain 
entrance. It ie difficult, therefore, to get 
neur enough to make careful observations 
@nenthe experiments are made. For that 
reason the experiments can be followed al- 
must as ensily in this country as io Berlin. 
The results are published at once to the 
world and the method of inoculation 
le s mple. The operators who bring patients 
to the lectures give their history in minute 
detail. A complete table showing the physi- 
cal condition ot every patient who enters the 
cilniec is made out. A diagnosis of the disease 
fe then made and the results of exch injection 
are carefully keot and read tothe students of 
the ciinics. Many of the patients who are 
treated are obiixed to remain in the hospitais, 
while others are allowed to ettend to their 
revular duties between inoculations. Asa 
rule inoculations are made daily, unless the 
reaction or depression which follows the 
treatment is too great. Out-of-door patients 
are incoulated about midday and, as the re- 
action occurs usually about six hours later the 
patient recovers sufficiently for another trial 

DURING THE NIGHT'S REST. 

“The Injection is always mude in the back. a 
littie distance above the shoulder biade. This 
spot the doctor believes comparatively free 
from abscess and local irritetions. The eper- 
ations are made in the presence of other pby- 
sicians, so that fraud is out of the question. 
The advanced cases are not received atthe 
clinies now, and as private physicians have 
not yet been supplied with lymph, the condi- 
tion of many of these poor unfortunates is 
lamentable. Dr. Koch himeelf is difficult to 
see. His house is crowded during the recep- 
tion heurs. He usvaliv receives only from 
four to five people out of the hundreds 
who clamor for admission to hie presence. 
lie spends all of his available time in manu- 
facturing the lymph which demands hie con- 
stunt supervision. I doubt the statement 
that be has made discoveries forthe cure of 
diphtheria and other similar diseases, al- 
though that may come later. At present he 
is fully eccupied in the way I bave described. 
The papers in Berlin are full of the wildest 
statements, and there is no end to the stories 
im the mouths of the people. 

Dr. Goffe believes as the result of bis obser- 
vatlons, aud the improvement he saw in many 

atiente after operation,that a great discovery 

as been made. That, he said, was also the 
opinion of representative physicians from 
Kugland, Scotland, Austria and France with 


whem he talked. 


A Seoend Supply ef Lymph. 


New Hav, Conn., Dec. 9.—A second sup- 
ply of the Koch lymph was received in this 
olty yesterday by Prof. Russell K. Crittenden. 
The amount is about equal to that received 
last week. Another inoculation was made to- 
day. Prof. Crittenden is making very ex. 
haustive experimente and will prepare a most 
elaborate treatise upon the use of the lymoh 
upon the New Haven patients. Dr. Foster,

WANTS HALF A MILLION, 


A New York Capitalist Sued fer Ferfeiting a 
Bank Charter. 


NEW Tonk, Dec. 9.—Maul Calderon, Jr., of 
Managua, Republic of Nicaragua, has brought 
suit in the United States Court against Jos. 
O’Donobue, the retired merchant of this city, 
for $500,000 for damages alleged to have been 
caused by Mr. O’Donohue’sfailureto keep a 
contract. The complaint states that on March 
2, 1890, the Nicaraguan Government granted 
Calderon the right to establish a bank, the 


Banco Nacional de Nicaracua, with a capital 
of 2,000,000 pesos, or $1,600,000, to »be 
divided into 200 shares. The Dank was to be- 
gin business assoon as one quarter of the 
capital was paid in; it was to be exempt from 
taxation, have free use of the Government 
telegraph and railway lines and dave the 
rent to issne Dills paying atesight which 
should be recelved as cash at the Government 
fiscal office. If the bank did not begin its 
operations on or before March 2, 1890, ite con- 
cession should be void. The complaintfurther 
alleges that on Oct. 21, i 
the plaintiff agreed to assign the bank’s 
charter to Henry McCloskey, who should hold 
it in trust for the defendant and the defend- 
ant at the same time a«reed to sub- 
scribe to the full amount of capital and 
furnish enough money for the bank to enable 
it to begin business on or before March 2, 
1890. The concession was assigned as agreed 
upon und the defendant accepted the assign- 
ment. The defendant, however, it is charged, 
failed to orwanize the bank and its charter 
was consegquentiy forfeited. The plaintiff 
therefore demands $500,000, alleging that he 
has lost that sum, the defendant having 
agreed to g.ve him one-fourth of the capital 
stock in exchange for the charter.

The agreement was drawn up 
and at anotber meeting H. W. Beermar of 
the Sixteenth Ward, F. E. Guerdan and Chas. 
Troll added their signatures to the paper. In 
the meantime Committeeman Rose decided to 
resign to let Gus Davistake his seat. Davis, 
McGrew and other committeemen ther went 
to work in earnest and secured the pledges of 
two others, briaging the total up to 20. 

THE MEETING. 

Last evening the committee met and in 
skort order deposed Chairman McFall, Secre- 
tary Ford Smith, Treasurer Tom Martin and 
the four members at large. The programme 
was carried out tothe letter. The first move 
wus to unseat the members at large. 
Tne motion was made by Comm ittee- 
mau hicGrew and carried, though 
City Treasurer Foerstel made a long speech 
objecting to the plan of decapitation. The 
vote on the motion stood 22 to 5. 

The five were Chairman McFall, Charles 
Schweickardt, Schilagman, Walkenhorst 
and Weinbrenne. The announcement 
was then made that four at large 
delegates were removed, including Secretary 
Ford Smith, who waselected at the last or- 
ganization witb the three colored Republic- 
ane—Harrisoa, Turner and Temple, who were 
put in the organization by Filley workers. 
All the offices were then declared vacant and 
George Bain was elected Chairman; Christian 
Schaenhbordt, First Vice-President; Gus Davis, 
Becond Vice-President; George B. Rein- 
atadtier, secretary ; Lovie Wagner, Treasurer, 
and G. D. Blerman, Sergeant-at-Arms. 

The report of the old treasurer was then 
calied for and the announcement was made 
that Treasurer Martin was seriously ili and 
confined to his home. His report was 
on band, bowever, and it wus 
read by the secretary. Among other things 
it showed that Circuit Attorney Clover, Hora- 
tle D. Wood, who were assessed $1,200 cach, 
paid up ln full, while Thomas Rodgers, who 
ran for Oircuit Clerk, paid only $700 of the 
$1,500 taxed against him. There was aleo a 
vote showing that the committes owed 
Chauncey I. Filley and Micnael Foerstel 
$1,779 on a note. The note was indorsed by 
Thomas C. Martin, Charles Schwelekardt and 
the other members of the Executive Commit- 
tee. A demand for am explanation was made, 
but none was given other than that the money 
went into the secret fund.

Then I concluded to let 
them save me the trouble of resigning. The 
whole pian of reorganization was hatched 
and carried out by the City Collector and bis 
deputies.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 9.—The National 
Board of Trade resumed its session at 1¢ 
o’clock this morning.

(Ark.) Chamber of Commerce were elected 
Vice-Presidents. The report of the Commit- 
tee on Uniform Commercial Legislation in the 
United States was read and adopted and 
the committee continued for a ear. 
Tke report of the Com mittee on 
Trusts was continued onthe programme in 
the absence ofthe chairman. Papers No. 10, 
proposed by the Chamber of Commerce anda 
Industry of Louisiana, and No. 11. proposed 
by the Louisville Board of Trade, relating to 
the care and improvement of the Mississippi 
River dy the national Government, were 
taken up by preference aad discussed in oon- 
nection with the following resolution offered 
by Col. Waddell of Arkansas: 

Resolved by the National Board of Trade 
now in session in the city of New Orleans that 
the improvement of navigation of the Missis- 
sipp! River and the protection of the inbab- 
itants of America’s great delta from inunda- 
tion is the work of mational duty and should 
be assumed by the national Government. 

The Louisiana Chamber’s paper, gratefuily 
acknowledging the need of success already 
extended by Congress and the Mississippi 
River Commission in this directi on, 
earnestly asks that a fuller mess- 
ure of justice be done by more 


adequate provision for the establishm ent of u 
levee system that will prevent a recurrence of 
such dire calamities as the overflows of 1890, 
1884, 1882, 1874 and many previous years. 

Tbe Louisville Board’s paper relates to the 
necessitv ior the early improvement of the 
Mississippi River,and its principal tributaries, 
which is considered in cosmnection with 
the completion and use of the Nicaragua 
Canal, and declares that itis the duty of the 
United States Government without delay to 
provide for the improvemest, and continued 
maintenance of such improvement, of the 
Mississippi River and its principal branches, 
to the end that as far as practicable their nay- 
igation may be free and unannoyed to tne

DF ATH IN THK STREETS. 

The horrible, lingering death of Miss 
AUGUSTA TOVELL is a fate which another 
lady who was run over narrowly escaped 
in the streets of St. Louis yesterday. The 
ordinances against fast and reckless driv- 
ing in the streets never have been, and 
perhaps cannot be strictly enforced. But 
these occurrences, so likely to, be repeated 
at any time, should be followed by some 
special effort on the part of the authori- 
tles to compe! drivers to be more careful. 

Examples of driving at a pace which 
assumes that people crossing crowded 
thoroughfares must keep out of the way 
or bo run over, are wivnessed in all parts 
of the city every day and especially in the 
evening hours when it is too dark to see 
the coming danger until too late to avoid 
it. Thereckless brutality of such driv- 
ing was illustrated without exaggeration 
when Miss TOVELL, a well-known and 
highly esteemed teacher in the Normal 
Training School, was knocked down and 
dragged nine blocks, while people on the 
sidewalks throughout the whole distance 
shouted in vain to the driver to stop. 

The miscreant may never be identified 
and punished, but the ease with which 
such drivers cau get away and be lost in 
the crowd when anybody is hurt should 
only make the authorities wore alé@t and 
determined to enforce the law against 
fast driving without waiting for the par- 
ticular cases which maing or kill women 
and shock the whole community.

He says himself that his bond pur- 
chases, which greatly reduced the amount 
of gold in the Treasury, only caused the 
disappearance of the amount paid out 
without affording the desired relief, aud 
that he cannot tell what became of the 
money. It is manifest that the men 
who exchanged bonds for gold are 
hoarding the latter, afraid to let it 
go until they see what the financial policy 
of this administration will be, and what 
its probable outcome. The intimations 
that it will include larger silver speculat- 
ing operations, further wild expenditures 
for subsidies, etc., and also fresh green- 
back and interconvertible bond issues are 
well calculated to promote hoarding aud 
aggravate the stringency. 

But nothing has done more to shake 
confidence than the manifest juggling 
with figures by which Mr. WINDOM sup- 
ports the scheme of his party in Congress 
to conceal its extravagance and leave 
enormous @xpenditures, authorized by 
law, out of sight until the next 
House shall be forced to provide 
the money by. passing big deficiency bills. 
For instance, our expenditure for pen- 
sions forthe year ending with last June 
was officially stated at $109,357,534, or 
about 26. 000,000 in excess of appropria- 
tions, and yet only $106,000,000 wus ap- 
propriated for the current year by the 
same House which authorized by law a 
pension incfease which will soon amount 
to $45,000,000. On Monday the House re- 
ceived Secretary NOBLE’s estimate of a 
deficiency of $54,500,000 in the pension ap- 
propriation for the current year, and 
still, with that deficiency already ex- 
isting and the pension payments 
increasing at a tremendous rate, the ap- 
propriation committee refuses to appro- 
priate more than $135,000,000 for next 
year, making another and larger pension 
deficiency bill inevitable next year. 
Moreover, naval armament contracts to 
the amount of $24,225,000, public buildings 
to the amount of $7,000,000, and contracts 
by the Secretary of War costing $15,000, - 
000 have been authorized, and less than 
one-fourth of the money has been appro- 
priated. The appropriations of last ses- 
sion alone authorized expenditures $95,- 
000, 000 in excess of revenues, and Congress 
is still on tap. 

Yet with all this staring him in the face, 
and conscious that his present surplus of 
$30,000,000 would have been a deficit of 
that amount if he had not increased the 
floating debt by seizing and using $60,000, - 
000 of the national banks’ money depos- 
ited for the redemption of their notes, 
Mr. WINDOM, by plainly fallacious as-

But the press bas already 
shown the inconsistency of his estimates

It Is Proving One of the Most In- 
teresting Tried in a 
Long Time. 


Some Very Unusual Testimony €n 
the Subject of the Mar- 
riage Relation. - 


The Defense Refuses to Prodace the Novel, 
„Irene, the Alleged Sample ef Free 
Love Literature Which the ex-Minister 
Ie Said te Have Given His Family to 
Read—Gray Again on the Stand—He 
Tells of How He Was Obliged te Hang 
Out Washing—The Government of the 
Family. | 


Judge Withrow has heard a great deal about 
the inside history of R. F. Gray’s home, dut 
he beard little evidence yesterday tending to 
show that Mre. Emma C. Gray is entitled toa 
divorce from her husband. The case 
is being heard in Division No. 8 of 
the Olreult Court. Mrs. Gray charged 
that ber husbaud nas deserted the religion he 
believed in when she married bim, and to 
which she has remained faithful; that be has 
derided and ridiculed the faith she hoids 
Gear; that he holds what ber counsel calle 
abnormal views on the marriage relation and 
barrangued the famliy upon the subject; that 
be strack her, cursed her and failed to pro- 
vide for her and the family. 

Judge Withrow did not agree with Mr. Har- 
vey, Mrs. Gray’s counsel, that Mr. Gray's 
charge in opinion on religious and social 
questions, and en endeavor to bring hie fam- 
ily to bis way of thinking, constituted an in- 
dignity to the wife. A person was entitied to 
hold what views de pleased and change them 
as often ws be pleased, and 


a busband was witbin die right when de en- 
deavored to persuade his wiie that his views 
were correct. If he used violence to compel 
the acceptance of his views by his wiie, or 
attempted to debauen tne minds of bis 
children, there would be ground for divorce. 

Under this ruling an attempt was made to 
show that he piaced — literature in 
the bands of his wife and daughters. Mrs. 
Gray, when on the stand, instanced ‘‘a free- 
love novel, Irene, which Mr. Gray had 
insisted his daughter should read, together 
with a laudatory review of the book written 
by himself. 

On Saturday Mr. Gray’s attorney offered to 
produce the book ‘‘Irene’’ tor the inspection 
of the court. Mrs. Gray’s couneel objected 
at the time but yesterday demunded its pro- 
duction, It was not then produved. 

MRS. GRAY'S TESTIMONY. 

The testimony of Mre. Gray and her two 
daughters, Jennle and Anna, wag taken for 
the plaintiff, and then a witness was called to 
prove good character, but that being ad- 
mitted, this line was abandoned anu Mrs. 
Gray was put onthe stand again.Sbe was asked 
concerning the support furnished by Mr. Gray. 
She said that during their life in St. Louls, be- 
fore tbe separation, which occurred last Sep- 
tember, Mr. Gray furnished the rent, fuel and 
halt of the woney for table expense. He had 
supplied only $0 for clothing in four years. 
The other balf of the tabie expense was nude 
up by Jennie’s salary (she is a typewriter), 
and ciothing was made from garmrenats given 
her by friends and relatives. Mr. Krum, Mr. 
Gray’s counsel, put Mrs. Gray through a try- 
ing oross-ezamip ation. 

He tricd to a-certain what her reading had 
been as tending to show her ability to appre- 
clate her husbend’s discussion of the marriage 
relation and other social topics on which he 
had what appeared to her to be horrible views.

GRAY TAKES THE S rA. 

Mr. Gray took the stand as the first witness 
on bis own behalf. He gave his testimony in 
an imperfect manner, being very careful of 
bis words as a rule, but showing no love or 
affection for monosylladles. 

He was eviucaied in Shurtiiff College, Upper 
Alton, be Said, and on graduation was or- 
dained a minister of the @aptist Church. He 
remained in that chureh for about ten years, 
during which time he married. He preached 
in Beardstown and Quincy, III. and Hannibal, 
Mo. Wulle he was in Hannibal he receiveu 
the largest salary ever paid him, $1,200 a year. 
He had been paid as low as $600 a year. 

He leit the Baptist Church and entered the 
ministry of the rresvvyterian Church where nie 
previous ordination was accepted. He could 
not suy when he left the Presbyterian Church, 
but thought he would have been considered a 
member down to 18636, when he joined the 
Churcb of the Unity (Unitarian) at Armstrong 
and Purk avenues in this city, theugh he had 
lectured for the Congregationalists at Quincy, 
and for a socicty of Swedenlborgians. 6 had 
never been a member of the two last-named 
churches. They accepted his services with- 
out requiring membership. He entered the 
ministry of the Unitarian Cburen and under- 
stood recently from J. C. Learned that his 
name wasstillon the roll. After bis arrival 
in St. Louis he attended services at the Church 
ofthe Unity and wus also a member ot the 
Shelley Club, which met on alternate Sunday 
nights in the lecture-rvom of that ch urch, 

His wife remained a Baptist. He was not 
abie to influcnce her to change her belief. 
He did not diecuss the matter often with her, 
and Instead of prohibiting her attending ser- 
vices in churches, as had been charged, he 
encouraged her xoingtochurch anywhere. 
He had taken his children from St. Paul's 
Nethodist Sunday School because, he said, 
be did not believe the persons they would 
meet there were as cuitured as he desired the 
teachers and associates of bis children to be. 

As to discussions of what have Deen called 
my ‘peculiar views,’’’ he said, they were 
pot frequent in our home. On the contrary 
they wwre very rare.

A neighbor told of Mr. Gray’s romps with 
bis children and bis affectionate conduct to- 
ward them. 

A QUOTATION FROM T. PAINE. 

Dr. Gray was recailed and a book entitied 
„Chapters From the Bibles of the Ages, was 
offered in evidence. Thie book contained 
an extract from the writings of 
Thomas Paine, which Mr. Gray sala 
he read ia a lecture delivered in Beardstown, 
lil, Mre. Gray when on the stand tald of the 
road lug from Paine, which had made her very 
indignant. An attempt was made to read 
this, but an objection was sustained, 

John Lisahan testified that be knew Mr. 
Gray as a book canvasser and knew that he 
was steadily employed for three or four years. 

Goldsmith Chandier, who employed Mr. 
Gray 96 a Look-canvasser, testified to his con- 
tinuous employment, and said Mr. Gray 
earned between $25 and $30 r month. Un 
eross-examination he guid that while $25 per 
month was asmallsum to earn many dvook- 
agents made mucbd less. Occasionally an agent 
made $100 per month, but he was, the witness 
said, u rare exception.’’ 

The defense rested.

National Alliance Cenvention. 


OCALA, Fla., Dec. 9.—The Farmers’ Alliance 
Convention bad avery lively session yester- 
day when the financial policy of the organiza- 
tion was being defined. 

The Alliance agemends several things and 
puts its requests in the follow ing form: 


I. We demand the abolition of national 
banks; we demand that the Government ball 
establish sub- tressurtes or depositories in the 
several States, which shall loun money direct 
to the people at a low rate of interest, not to 
exceed 2 per cent per annum on non-perish- 
able farm products and also upon real estate, 
with proper limitations upon the quantity of 
land and amount of money. Wedemand that 
the amount of the circulating medium be 
apeedily increased to not less than $50 per 
capita. 

2. We demand that Congress shali pass suo 
laws as shall effectually prevent the dealin 
in futures on all agricultural and mechan 
producte, e a stringent system of 
procedure in trials, such as shall secure the 
prompt conviction of offenders and the impo- 
sition of such penalties as shall secure the 
most 22 compliance with the law. 

8 We condemn the silver bili recently 
passed by Congress, and demand ia lieu there- 
of the free and unlimited coinaae of silver.

NEw YORK, Dec. 9.—The four-masted Steel 
British ship, Buckingham. eame into port 
yesterday with one of her beterogenous crew, 
a black barbarian from the Mauritius named 
Glause tied toa stanchion onthe main deck 
forward wilt his face turned to the northerly 
snow-laden biast, and a stogxky savage 
Lascar, Bhagwan Dhaas, manacied in the 
irom deck-house.

N. Barr, 
friends of the young couple, went down the 
bay om the tug Mutual in the snow-storm to 
meet the giant ship, prepared to congratulate 
the happiest pair of voyagers that ever 
crossed a winter sea. The ensign at half- mast 
gave them warning and Mre. Lyall, standing 
inthe cabia door greated them with tears. 
The Buckingham left Dundee Oct. 9 at 10:1 
o'clock at night. The crew of thirty-two per- 
sons consisting of Gefmans, French, Irish, 
Feotch, English, the Lasoar and the Mauritius 
negro were taken aboard at midnight. The 
Jarcer had sailed with the ship from this port 
u year ago ascook’s mate. He is a morose, 
square-juawod, smooth-shaven young fellew, 
with acomplexion pearly as Diack as an Afri- 
can’s.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9. 
ITH the news that 
$1,000,000 in gold was

confidence. Tele-

should be required. The Engiish banking 
bouses bave apparently awakened to the ne- 
cessity of extending financial aid to New 
York, as they are deeply interested in main- 
taining the prices of London stocks. 
RELIEF FROM ENGLAND. 

A committee of brekers called upon the 
Bank of England and endeavored to persuade 
them to extend ald to New York banks but 
without success, as tbat institution is ob- 
posed to permitting the sbipment of gold 
across the Atlantic. —4 serious objection 
urged agalnst this course is the length of time 
thatthe mouey will be tied up on shipboard. 
Whatever the course of the Bank ot England 
may be, itis rewarded ascertain that the En- 
giish financiers will extend pecuniary aid 
to Wallstreet; asthe London market is in no 


condition to stand a deciine in American 
securities, which would be sure to toll w 
a breakin this market. It is generally be- 
lieved thatthe news thatthe Missoagri Pabific 
had fallen to 53 and Western Union to 72% 
was the imnpeliing cause of the action of the 
Loncon bankers itn agreeing to send gold to 
this country. There is no doubt whatever 
that to this action le due the revival that took 
piace just before the close of trfding vyester- 
day. Exactly what amount of money is rep- 
resented by clearing-bouse certificates is not 
known, owlngto the secresy that has been 
preserved, but the total is commonly 
reported to be between $15,000,000 and $14,000, - 
000. Over $700,000 were issued to-day, priaci- 
pally to uptown banks, to enable them to 
meet the demands oftheir commercial cus- 
tomers. 
THE COMMERCIAL PRESSURE. 

It is froin this quarter rather than from 
Wall street that the most serious pressure is 
to Le apprehended. The commercial houses 
seldom ifever huve been in a worse position 
to face astrinwent money market than they 
arent the present time. During the late sum- 
mer and eariy fall the purchases were far 
above the averaze, as immense stocks of 
woods were laid in, the object being 
to avoid the paymerst of the increased 
rates of duty imposed by the 
Mckinley bill. The notes given for these 
purchases are now falling due and unless 
money can be borrowed to meet them, a num- 
ber of fallures are almost certain to take 
piace. The pressure from this quarter is not 
nearly so great us it will be during the last 
week of the present month and the first week 
of January. Business men, unable to obtain 
money trom the banks have gone upon the 
Street and stood heavy shaves, but this has 
done nothing to relieve the stringency, aa the 
money so oltained ie taken out of the stock 
market, where itis greatly needed. The sud- 
den advance in the interest rate to 46 per cent 
was largely due to the demands made by com- 
mercial firms upon Wall street. 


LEGISLATION RECOMMENDED. 

W. P. St. Jonn, President ofthe New York 
Mercantilc National Bank, in conversation 
concerning the financial crisis, suid: 1 
think a bill will be offered Inthe Senate em- 
bodying my views of whut is opportune. As 
16 existing financial conditions, I believe the 
crisis as regards sound institutions and firms 
is passed, but improvement is not rapid and 
relief e possibie in just one or two 

One way isto impose such restrictions 
upon the trude—not willingly, bat 
mecessariiy—as will -erve to curtail the voi- 
ume of business to the measure of readily 
obtainable money. A director of a very 
prominent rallroad tells me that cereals are 
ll in fret bands et various points on the line. 
awaiting the currency to exchange for them 
before owners will ship. Recent rates for 
sterling exchange account in part for siuggish 
movements of cotton, but currency would be 
a very gratifying contribution to several 
Southern and interior oitios with which I 
have business relations. The extraordinary 
ecaroity of bill of a convenlent denomination 
has been a somewhat III featare of 
the situation. These billie being employed in 
the payment of wages and «mong the smal! 
tradesmen, there is the intimativn in this ef 
secreting money upon the part of thie im- 
portant element of the community, numbers 
considered, but such hoards will probably 
float again when confidence ts re- established. 
A failure or two here and there will doubtless 
til occur, but Icannot imagine any further 
Simidities as likely to arise as affecting gen- 
eral conditions. My hope is that the 
powers that be in Washington 
are now alive to a golden oppor- 
tunity to make of the recent and somewhat 
continuing strain upon the commercial com- 
munity a mere temporary set-back for the 
conservative reouvery of conditions that will 
early assure us an era of gratifying prosper- 
ity. The opportunity ie perfectly evident to 
me, but it must be embraced withont delay 
now or never. Let the presenteveryday im- 
position of finanolal restrictions upon the 
safest of merchent firms continue anvtber 
thirty days and, though it will met ruin them 
or cost them great losees it must 
nevertheless deprive them ot the 
legitimate profits to which they 
are entitied and this by reason of such a cur- 
taliment of the volume of their Dusiness as 
will leave expenses as too large a persentage 
of their profite sales. That point once 
reached by these meocessary restrictions in 
money and crediteana recovery of any great

THE CLEWS CIRCULAR. 


The Worst of the Panic Believed to Have 
Been Overceme. 


Trade eannot long endure such a sudden 
finanolal strain as has happened witLout suf- 
fering; and the prevailing distrust and mon- 
etary stringency have produced a serious cur- 
tallment of bank accommodation to commer- 
cial houses. Under such circumstances the 
discrimination of lenders is directed most 
sharply against those most noeding help, and 
hegce a certain extent of failures de- 


comes inevitable. The recent tariff 
legislation has ineidentally put 
notafew manufacturers and merchants into 
a pusition of exposure. In anticipation of 
higher duties causing bigher prices, a con- 
siderable amount of capital has been tlea up 
in anticipatory purchases of raw materials 
or lu an extra production or impertation of 
goods, whilst some firms have been embar- 
rassed or driven into liquidation by the pro- 
hibition of imports. In all such cases, ti.e 
curtailment of discounts has operated — 
juriously. Applications for the rene wal of 
pauper issued in such operations are met with 
hesitation by the banks, and when embar- 
rasement results the prevailing caution and 
Gistrust is intensified. 

The faliures that have actually occurred 
from these and other causes do not amount to 
any alarming agvregate; indeed, the total is 
in a sense encouraginaly small; but they in- 
evitably add tothe seneitiveness of the loan 
market and indirectly affect securities. The 
banks, however, seem disposed to show a 
considerate altitude under tie circumetances. 
They regart the commercial situation at large 
as a sound one and as * no warrant 
for an indiscriminate distrust. In view of the 
growing urgency in the demand for 
discounts, some of the largest and most con- 
servative institutions bave shown thelr de- 
termination to stand by their customers by 
taking out considerable amounts of Clearing 
house certificates, the issues of which have 
been increased up te about §$12,000,000—which 
js One-halfthe maximum amount issued in 
1884. So long as the banks maintain this bear- 
ing, there can be little room for apprehension 
of serious troubie among commeroial houses. 
It is, moreover, te be considered that 
a large amount of settlements always 
mature atthe close of * ear aud that De- 
cember is, therefere, ordinarily above all 
others the month fer 2 98 
mente; and, for that reason alone, it would 
not be surprising ahould further cases 
weakness awong commercial houses appear. 
Still, taking the condition of mércantiie 
credite as a whole, it seems — 1 assume 
that, while there may ibly er 
trouble during the current ey in at 
quarter, yet there is no sufficient reesons to 
re any really serious condition of af-

These commercial embarrassments have 
naturally checked the recovery of confidence 
on the Stock Exchange. The rumors, dis- 
torted aged exaggerated, have afforded mater- 
falfor the attacks of thé -‘beare’’ and have 
frightened buyers out of the market. The 
strength of the market has thus been again 
severely tested during the week, and the de- 
Cline of 2@4 points that has occurred re- 
presente the measure of the impression the 
**beare’’ have been able to make. Beyond 
the effect of the bear“ assaults, the! market 
has been unfavorably affected by the seliing 
of those who saw liberal profits on purchases 
made at much lower prices. After such a 

rocess, a new bottom is reached, and a 

asis is laid for a fresh buying movement. 

Two factors beneficial to the loan market 
have appeared during the week—the Western 
exchanges dave turned decidedly in favor of 
New York, and the Bank of England bas 
reduced its rate of discount from 6 per cent to 
S percent. The action of the Bank of England 
is favorable to the cotton trade, as it will 
facilitate the making of exchange acainst 
cotton, while it also tends to strengthen cou 
deuce at this center by expre sing assur- 
ance, on the part of managers of the bank, 
that London is reasonably safe against further 
troubies. W bilst, however, the rates 
of nn at Chicago and St. Leu'is 
are ruling so exceptionaily in favor 
ot this city, the beupks at those points have 
thus far avoided shipping currency by buying 
up drafts on New York at all possible sur- 
rounding points, 830 as to keep their money— 
a course to which they appear to have been 
driven by avery Questionable refusal to resort 
to the use of Clearing-House certificates. 
There must, however, be an early end to 
such expedients, when money will come all 
the more treely from naving been arfificially 
heid back 

The week has been an unusttally unfavora- 
bie one to the reserves of the banks. On 
inteslor exchanges there has been a net 
loss of over $1,500,000 of currency, and on 
transactions with the Sub-Treasury an ad- 
verse Dalance of $3,300,000, whilst the banks 
have transmitted, in addition to ordinary re- 
mittances, 2. 200, 000 through the Sub-Treas- 
ury, chiefly to Philadelphia; making a total 
loss of currency of about seven millions. This 
bas been the main cause of the increased 
issue of Clearing-bouse certificates, which 
substitutes for money have been of vital value 
in maintaining confidence among the banks.

New York is to have a better mail service 
from St. Louis, that is, if the Vandalia and 
Penesvivania railroads de their part in the 
matter. The morrming mail from St. Louis 
does not arrive in New York until 8 o’clock, 
even when the train is on time, and it is often 
late, and by the time the business meu get 
their letters the banks have sent their morn- 
ing’s report@ tothe Clearing House and the 
St. Louls drafts and checks must walt till next 
day. A whole day is thus lost and it is a ser!i- 
ous loss sometimes to the business interests 
of both New York and St. Louis. 

MERCANTILE CLUB TO THE FRONT. 

A number of St. Louis merchants have been 
thinking for some time that this matter should 
be remedied and afew days ago they enlisted 
the services of the Mercantile Club. A meet- 
ing ofthe club directors was held, and last 
week President Case wrote to Postmaster 
Hariow, calling his attention to the trouble 
and asking him it he could suggest a remedy. 
In reply Mr. Harlow admitted that the postal 
service complained of was not satis- 
factory. He claimed, however, that the poor 
service was due not to the postal de- 
partment but to the railroad companies.

STANLEY’s REAR GUARD. . 


The Explorer Publishes @ Letter en the R. 
cent Scandal. 


Lorpor, Dec. 9.—The following letter from 
Henry M. Stanley, the African explorer, is 
published in the Temes this morning: 

To the Editor of the Times: 

Sinm—Now that the storm of controversy as 
to the rear guard of the Emin Pasha relief ex- 
pedition bas somewhat cleared away, and as 
an appendix, if I may 80 call it, to my letter 
ofthe 84, Iwill ask youto allow mea few 
more words, final words on my part as I hope, 
and dealing mainly with the most serious as- 
pect of the affair, the impression produced on 
other nations by the disclosure of certain acts 
Gone by Eng! ishmen in Africa. It is hardly yet 
the time for me toexpress thesorrow which 
Itruly feel at the pain which these inevitable 
disclosures bave brought upon men and 
women innocent of any fault. But no one is 
likely to question the earnestness of my re- 
ret at a result so diréttiy counter to the 
wishes close to my beart as is the @hportunity 
given to competing nations to castaslur upon 
British enterprise in Africa. Beyond and 
above any personal question whatever stands 
the honor ofthe English name. I wish,there- 
fore, to say, with whatever weight my long 
experience may give to the words, that 
I believe that conduct such as that 
above alluded to is entirely unusual 
and exceptional among Englishmen 
engaged in pioneer work in Africa. 


I believe that no sation bas surpassed the Eu- 
giieh in tone, temper and 11 in dealing 
with the negro races; and polmt to the un- 
happy death of Maj. Barttelot as in itself a 
proof that conduct carrying withit such tre- 
mendous risks can not possibly have been 
common. On the other hand, there have been 
many Engiish explorers, from my revered 
master, David Livingstone, downto my own 
eomrades inthe advance guard of this last 
expedition, who have united in a quite singu- 
lar degree gentieness with valor. For myself, I 
lay no claim to any exceptional fine- 
ness of nature; but I say that, 
Deginning iife asja rough, Iili-educated, 
impatient man, have fouad my 
schooling in these very African experiences, 
which are now said by some to be in them- 
selves detrimental to a European charac- 
ter. Ihave learned, by aciual stress of im- 
minent dangers, in the first place that 
self-control is more indispensibie than 
gumpowder, andin the second place that 
porsistent self-control, under the provoca- 
tions of African travel, is impossible without 
real, heartfelt sympathy tor the natives 
with whom ane has to deal. If one regards 
these natives as mere brutes, then the an- 
noyances which their follies and vices inflict 
are indeed intolerable. Im order to rule 
them, in order to keep one’s lite among 
them, it is needful resolutely to regard them 
as chiliren, whe require indeed different 
methods of rule from English or American 
citizens, but who must be ruled in precisely 
the same eplrit, with the same absence of 
caprice and anger, the same essential 
RESPECT FOR OUR FELLOW- MEN. 
In proof that British explorers as a whole 
have learned these lessons I point simply to 
the actual state of Britisu influence in Africa. 
That influence, beileve me, could neither 
have been acquired nor maintained by physi- 
cal force alone. Soiong as Englishmen ip Afri- 
ca continue in the future the conduct which 
has on the whole distinguished them in the 
past, lfear for them no rivalry in the xreat 
work of tropical civilization, a work which 
cannot be successfully carried out im a com- 
mercial, etilllessin a military, spirit alone.

Barttelot’s book, published ia spite of 
my own and Mr. Bonny’s warning, the mis 
chief was done. Further suppressions were 
useless. Nothing remained, as far as I 
could see, but to let the truth de 
known. Ihave hopes that even from these 
lamentable disclosures something of good 
may come. Ido not desire that Africa should 
be a closed and dark domain, wherein 
deeds can be dome with impunity which 
would be impossible elsewhere. I desire 
that conduct euch as Mr. Jameson's, as 
described in his own letter $f apoiogy, 
should be impossible from any white man 
anywhere on the face of the earth. It is 
only by sbowinge ourselves superier to 
savages, not only in our fpower of in- 
fiicting death, but in our whole manner 
of regarding life, that we oan attain that 
control over them which, in their preseat 
stage, is neceseary for their own welfare even 
more than forours. Africais inhabDited, not 
by timid Hindoos or puny Australians, but by 
millluns of robust, courageous men. It is no 
cant or sentimentaliem, itis the obvious die- 
tate of ordinary prudence tosay that if we 
are to bold these men in such centro! as shail 
make Africa the equal of any contingent in 
serviceabieness to mankind at large, it is by 
moral superior ty firet of all that control must 
be won, as it has been won and must 
be maintained, so faras any white race can 
hope to maintain it.

Dr. Themas O’ Reilly and O'Neill Ryan Dis-

“The General Committee of the Irish Na- 
tlenal demonstration which had been ar- 
renged to take piace Sunday evening, but fell 
through on account of the decision of the 
Dillon-O'Brieu party not to fill any engage 
ments for the present, is indeed « pus led 
body. The meu bers are all auxious to have the 
demonstration take place; they have all the 
arrangements made, but te hold it they must 
get the envoys bere. The visiting Parliament- 
arlans are pom in New York, and may decide 
to go back to London atany time. If they do 
the demonstration movement will have to be 
Gropped for good. The committee is not yet 
convinced that the envoys will not 
come, and sothing has as yet been 
done teward recalling the arrangements that 
bave been made, and Chairman McNamara 
Saye the arrangements will stand until it is 
definitely settled whether they will come or 
not. 

Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, who was one of the 
Dret to suggest the idea of holding a large 
demonstration in this city, is still of the opin- 
don that the Dilion-O’ Brien party will come to 


this city to participate in a public meet- 
ing. Speaking on thie subject to-day he 
ald: 1 still lieve that we will dave the 
— ‘of mecting these distinguished 

isimen before they retura to Europe. With 
ene exception the visitors are entirely in 
sympathy with the McCarthy side of the con- 
troversy. The SicCurthy portion is without 
funds, Mr. Farnell and hie followers holding 
the purse stripes, and it will de necessary 
to raise means to aid the ma- 
jority. The envoys will, I believe, continue 
their work inthis country with more viger 
than ever to raise funds fur the assistance of 
Mr. McCarthy and the members im sympathy 
with bim. 

Concerning the action of the envoys in tem- 
porarily calling off all engaxements as soon 
as the Parnell crisis arose Dr. O'Reilly said: 
Wille | would have been delighted to see 
thé engagement for this city kept,] know that 
the envoys did what they conceived to be 
their duty in the premises. ‘They started out 
under Parneli’s leadership, and when the 
trouble beyan in the ranks abroad they felt it 
their duty to suspend all arrangements pend- 
ing asettiement of the trouble, to avold any 
senibiance of sailing under false color, the 
having thrown their weight and influence wit 
the McCarthy party. I believe that when the 
MeCarthy party is thorougbly oryapized and 
matters assume a more cheerful compiexion, 
which they are bound todo, the enveys will 
not be im anv grrat burry to get on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

THE CAUSK UNINJURED. 
_ Discussing the division within the party 
rauke, Dr. O’Reliily ssid: Ihe main question 
at issue will not suffer, and the 
home rule movement will xo 
on as thouvh nothing had oceurred. Parnell 
would unquestionably Lave been retained as 
the leader if it were not for his own faults 
He has erred and his error is of sucha char- 
acter that the moral sentiment of Great 
Britain and Ireland has revolted against his 
leadership. ‘ihe quarrel is the result of a 
personal matter eantire:y, acd cannot injare 
the grand issue, which the azood 
sense of the peopie will see is protected. As 
te the claim that «a Pretestant Irishman could 
serve Ireiand’s purpose better than a 
Catholic, at the head of the National party, 
Dr. O’ Relily said that the matter of religion 
did not cut so much of a figure ae it did yeurs 
ago. *‘MecCarthy is certainly a very able man 
und will make a splendid leader. White I 
have met him, I know nothing of bis religion 
and cannot sxy whether he is a Catbolic 
or a Protestant. My individual opinion is 
thatit would be more advisable to have a 
non-Catholic at the head in order to reconcile 
the testant interests necessary to win the 
triumph for local self-government for Ireland, 
but I mast quailty this statement by adding 
that the feeling of relivious intolerance is 
rapidly dying aud all classes are sow locking 
to the interests of the country. 

What will be the outcome of 
the break in the ranks? Woll, 
I beilewe that the party willsoen get together, 
depose Mr. Parnell, particularily in view of 
the fact that his moral dellaquency is empha- 
sized vy bisemphatic obstruction, and then 
effect a reconciliation. Every champion and 
friend of Ireland regrets the necessity of de- 
posing Mr. Parnell, but there seems no other 
alternative. The Cathelic clergy of Ireland 
could not possibly sustain him with the stain 
of immorality on his character, Whilethe irish 
movement is pureiy national, the influence of 
the Catholic Church cannot be iwnored,. 
McCarthy will, 1 beileve, remain at the bead 
of the party und with tue eympathy and co- 
operation of Gladstone and the influence at 
his command, con:inue the good ‘work 
that has received only a temporary 
check. I am wereatly pleased to see 
that the McCarthy side proposes to 
elect a consulting board of eight members, to 
have powers co-ordinate with that of the 
Chairman. This board will map out and 
practicaily control the party, and thus dis- 
pose of anything bearing the color of bosse im 
within the ranks and effectually remove the 
objectionable feature of one-man power. I 
am satisfied that the home rule work will go 
on despite recent occurrences.’’ 

A PARNELL 8UPPORTER’S VIEW. 

Mr. O’Neili Ryan of tile Executive Commit- 
tec, which made the urrangements for the 
demonstration, said this morning that he wae 
mot prepared to believe that the envoys 
would go back to London without coming to 
this city. Speaking of recent developments 
in the Parneii crisis he expressed bimeelf in 
the tollowing strain: 

„The present attitude of Parnell and his mi- 
nority following, as well as the exclied and 
money A ugly divided condition of the Irish pee- 

le, nay be attributed to the course pursued 

by the majority of the 1 party 
now led by Mr. McCarthy. It they

If on the 
otber hand they denounce Parnell for the 
manifesto they bave made a political mia- 
take. Had Parnell, after Gladstone’s letter 
was published, yielded to the dewand of the 
Liberal party and some of bis own followers 
and withdrawn from Irish politica, the grave 
and important information obtained 
at Hawarden must, under the 
obligation of secrecy, have re- 
mained unknown to the Irish peépie. 
It he was to be deposed hie duty was clear to 
make known to bis constituents the terms 
upon which an alliance with the Liberais 
could be maintalued—terms that, couid 
not be  esatis{uctory te the people, 
nor consistert with their rights. 
No one differs from the Oatholic Bishops of 
lreland npn the helnousress of the of- 
tense charged against Parnell, and being com- 
pelled to speak, they could assume no other 
position; but the Irish people seemed deter- 
mined to view this affair from the stasdpoiut 
of practioal poi tics, and wvidentiy believe 
from the experience of more thas ten years 
that Parnell is best fitted to direct and lead in 
their pelitice! batties. Biaeker clouds than 
this huve overshadowed the Irish cause and 
peen swept away *. * patriotiem 
andI by nv means think the cause of home 
rule threatened witb dentrection. I believe 
the reperts of the committee meetinus are 
distorted by the press on the other side and 
come to us here is ayvarbied shape, calculated 
to prejudice American winds.

He said: ‘*‘While it ts true 
thatthe necessary arrangements are nearly 
all complete for the transformation of the 
lines to electric power it is only due to the 
uncertainty of winter weather that werk is 
not now ia progress. furveys of all the 
roads have been made, estimates of the cost 
of the work taken, proposals for contracts 
considered, aud in fact everything possibile 
has been done except the inauguration of the 
actual work. Im the meantime extra cars have 
been put on the Bellefontaine road and 
everything tust can de done is being looked 
after until the change can be made. A macet- 
ing of the Beliefortaine directory will be had 
early in January to adopt measures to in- 
resse the capital stock $100,000, „ king it in 
all $500,000, the increase to be applied to the

It is of interest to go back to the very begin- 
ning and rocite’ the history of this trouble 
from its inception, which will place the mat- 
ter clearly before all bicyclists, and the 
actions of the board from now on will be 
better understood. In the early part of the 
present year the managers of the two associa- 
tions, whose recognition is necessary to a 
coutinuance of the sport, came together for 
the purpose of adopting a measure which 
would make it possible for the leading racing 
mon to be brought in direct competition by a 
system of ‘‘allowed expenses,’’ which would 
not militate against their amateur standing. 
The disposition of the League was to be very 
stringent, but after several conferences the 
following resolution was adopted by both, 
they agreeing to stand by each other in event 
of the rule being broken: 

Resolved, That no athletic cluv a member 
ofthe A. A. U. shall be permitted to pay any 
expeuse or expenses whatever, directiy or 
indirectiv, of a member or members of 
such club, except when such member or mem- 
bors are actually traveling to or from and are 


in attendance as competitors at competitions, 
Any athlete whoshali accept or receive con- 
silecration for his services under the yuise of 
his expenses (an excess over the actual cost 
ofthe transportation to and from coimpeti- 
tions and hotel bilis while in attendance as 
competitor) shall, on proof of same before the 
Board of Managers of tue A. A U., be de- 
clared a professional and the club or organ- 
ization implicated with such athlete shall be 
déait with as provided {for in article Lot the 
constitution. 

This, it will be seen, bound the A. A. U. not 
to sanction other than the traveling expenses 
and while the man was la actual transit to 
race for his club, ana especially denounces 
the practice of receiving additional money 
under the guise of expenses, and does not 
allow the payment of money wulle a man is in 
training.

“ORTHODOX CLEEGYMFN ON THE ETHICAL 


SOCIETY’s PLATFORM. 


Mr. Sheldon’s Report of the International 
Cenvention at New York—The Secie'ty 
Not Antagonistic to the Church—Cornel! 

. University Represented—ihree Societies 
in London. 


Mr. W. L. Sheldon, the lecturer of the St. 
Louis Society for Ethical Culture, bas returned 
tothe city and ie very enthustastic over the 
international convention held in New York 
last Friday, Saturday and Sunday. St. Louis 
was represented by Mr. Sheldon and several 
and Philadeiphia and 
Chicago and Cornell University were also 
strongly represented, while Dr. Colt was 
there from London. A fraternity in conneo- 
tion with the society was organized,the mem- 
bership of which was divided into three 
classes, consisting respectively of lecturers 
of established ses: cieties, associate lecturers 
and lay members George Ashton Black was 
elected a lay member to represent the sphere 
ot economics and political science. Mr. Sal- 
ter of Chicago was elected chairman and gen- 
eral manager of the fraternity forthe comlog 
year. 

An interesting feature of the first day’s 
meeting of the convention was the reception 
of two new delogates from Cornell University, 
namely, Miss Hyde and John F. Eliot, who 
represented the new Ethical society at the 
university. 

Dr. Coit gave an interesting report from the 
work in London, where there are now three 
societies, Dr. Coit’s, in South Place, a new 
one compose:! of scholarly people irom ail 
portions of the city, and another new society 
made up of working people in East London. 
It was proposed to invite the latter to join the 
Ethical Union. Friday afternoon Mrs. Adler 


gave accountof a mothers’ club, which had 
met rexulariy during the year to discuss edu- 
cation In the home, and another dy gave a 
report of the Young Women's Union and 
their work in visiting chronic cases of disense 
among the poor. 

SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 

Saturday morning was devoted to the 
question of the attitude and sphere of society 
to theeconomic and social problems of the 
Gay. The iecturer from 58 Louis contended 
that they oughtto havea xed understanding 
of their limitations, that a due devree of mod 
esty in that mattershould be preserved, that 
a distinction shouid be 
who deal excius.velyv with facts and those who 
deal with principles; that it was In. possible 
for men to occupy both these spheres and by 
attempting to do so they get beyond the limits | 
their Knowledge, and therefore that the 
main funetion of an ethical lecturer 

tter was to watch the issues of the

efacte. Ihe various lecturers then gave 
t @xperiences and there was quite a di- 
v nee of opinion on the subject. Mr. 
George A. Black read an interesting paper on 
the formation of sections in the societies for

Pecial study of these problems. Mr. 
of Chicaco mentioned the fact that a 
number of their members had organ zed a 
reform league in one of the wards of that city; 
and been able to change its character and in- 
fluence materially the selection of higher 
grade men to represent tiie Vara.

Anumber oi invited gentiemen, not mem- 
bers oi the society, occupied the platform ia 
the evening and spoke ofthe need of reform 
in the training of moral and religious teach- 
eis. The speakers were Dr. Lyman Abbott of 
Plymouth Chureh, Tresiaent Andrews of 
Brown University, Rev. Dr. Heber Newton. 
Dr. A. S. Isaacs of New York and Dr. Daniel 
G. Brinton of the University of Pennsylvania, 
and their addresses were all friendly to the 
etyical movement. The pastor of Pismouth 
Church sald that, while he did not 
think tho ethical movement enough, 
he nevertheless welcomed it because 
he felt it would at least serve 
as a preparation forsomething higher. Dr. 
Newton made a specially sympathetic address 
and spoke in the warmest tones of Mr. Adler. 

Chickering Hall was crowded Sunday morn- 
ing and thort addresses were celivered by Dr. 
Colt, Mr. Eillot of Cornell University, Mr. 
Manzasurian, Mr. Salter and Mr. Sheldon. 
It was the tourth general convention of the 
society and the most successful of 
all. The next one will probably be 
held in St. Louis. At the close 
of Sundav's exercises at New York Prof. Adler 
said it was a noticeable fact that not a word 
had been said during the convention in the 
way of antagonism to the churches. They 
seemed to feel that their dg@ty was to build up 
on the basis of ethics alone, ieaving it to the 
future to determine whether the work ahould 
ever develop in the direction of a new church 
oravnewreligion. Thelr work wus to teach 
worality, to urge its importance on the pub- 
lic, to encourage men to care more than they 
do now tor tbe higher life here on earth. 
W hat Lies outside of that is left for exch man 
to settie according to his own thinking and 
feelings.

FOREST PARK TERMINALS’ 


THE TRACKS OF FIVE STREET RAILROADS | 
10 RUN INTO THE RESORT. 


Only Two ofthe Companies Have Promised 
to Give Any Ad: quate Compensation for 
the Grent Privilege—Trhese Will Erect 
Handsome Depots aad the Rest Probably 
Build Uasightly sheds. 


If the plans of the street railroad magnates 
do not miscarry, and ifthe wheels of legisia- 
tion are not stopped by some unlooked-for 
developments there will be within the next 
twelve months five street railroad stations iu - 
side the limits of Forest Park. They are 
literally swarming, and since Forest Park has 
become tht popular resort that it is al! of the 
railroads want to get there and, beside get- 
ting there, want to get in and roll around a 
bit over the grass. 

The lead was shown by tbe Lindel! Railway 
about a year or moreago, when it was decided 
to extend that line west and southwest from 
the western terminus at Vandeventer avenue 
to Forest Park. The President of the road 
believed that it would bea very good idea to 
have the line run into the park with a loop so 
constructed as to avold switching and permit 
of the using of two stations, one for arriving 
and the other for departing passengers. This 
idea was looked upon asa very good one and 
is now being carried out. 

The company agreed to spend $25,000 on the 
building and to build it to suit the Board of 
Public Improvements, both in matter of style 
and location. The board selected the location 
at a point a [little east of the old race track 
and west of the restaurant. The tracks 


make a loop inside the park and extend south 
to a distance of 600 ieet, The buiiding will be 
a handsome turreted affair, with convenient 
walting rooms and ample accommodations for 
all who may desire to use the line. 

FOUR MORE APPLIED FOR. 

Since this station was granted the company 
four wore have been obtained or applied for. 

The Lindell gets another, which cut off 
King’s highway. The Missouri Railroad one 
and the Forest Park & Laciede Ruilway gets 
one. The St. Louis & Suburoan Railway Co. 
is now asking for one in an ordinance now 
pending. 

With allthese roads making their stations 
and loops ana crossinus the park will be very 
considerably cut up and a Freut deal of 
ground absolutely glven awar tothe railroad 
companies. Forest Park will not be a very 
beautiful sight from King's highway, 
and at the best driving will be very 
unpleasant along that thorouvhfare. 
There will be three separate and distinct 
double tracks crossing King’s highway trom 
the eustand running into the park toa dis. 
tance of three hundred feet. Beginning at 
the northeast corner, near the entrance of 
Lindell avenue, there will be a station for 
the Forest Park & Laciede road. 
The idea is now to put it ut 
the head of Pine street, with the loop lying 
toward the north, so thatthe shelter will be 
available for passengers of the Olive street 
line, Which terminates one square north of 
the park. Tyen the Missouri Railroad, better 
known as the Murket street line, isto run 
un extension out from the Mancbester 
road, over the Clayton road, to a point 
300 feet west of King’s highwuy. The Clayton 
road, after crossing Kinxw’s highway, runs 
through the corner of Forest Park for a con- 
siderable distance, o thut the terminus 
agreed upon in the ordinance of the Missouri! 
company pute it inside the limits of the park. 

Next south of this will be the station for the 
Chouteau avenue endof the Lindell road, 
which willcome acioss King’s highway with 
a double track and come in just north of the 
Bates statue. This line will also havea big 
loop taking up balf an acre or more 
of the park, and occupying 
room with its platforms and sheiters. 
The St. Louis & Suburbun wants an extension 
from Union avenue and the Narrow Gauge 
road over Union avenue tothe purk and into 
the perk 300 feet. Of all these only two bave 
promised to pay for the privileges. The Lin- 
dell deposits $25,000 for its depot near tbe race 
track, and the Forest Park & Luciede the 
same amount for the one it intends to put up. 

THEY WILL PUT UP SHEDS. 

The other Linde!! stution and the Missouri 
road station are thrown in extra by the city 
atno additional charge. The privileges given 
to those who do not pay ure certainiy 
worth as much as the others, and 
should be puid for accordingly, but 
as it happens, twv lines are getting 
two stations each, and consequently do not 
want to pay unless they must, the Missouri 
andthe Luciede & Forest Park being under 
one management and the two Lindell lines un- 
der one. It has been seriously questioned if 
the lines would not be jut as much of ap\ac- 
commodation tothe public stopping outside 
the limits of the park as the necessity for 
getting actually insidethe park is notso great 
as it is supposed to be, and on the other hand 
the sacrifice ofa drive like King’s highway is 
a very serious matter. The harm done by the 
lines coming in on the north is not very 
great as the drive on that side does not extend 
west of Union avenue. The city should in 
any event make the roads pay well for what 
they get.

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THE SLEEPING SICKNESS, 


A Young Maa Who Nas Gone te London for 
an Autopsy. 

Atthe Harley House, London, there is a 
young man, anative of the Congo River Val- 
ley, who bas journeyed to Engiand for the 
purpose of an autopsy, says the London 
Medical Journal He believes himselfto be in 
the incipient stage of the mysterious and in- 
curable disease known as the sleeping sick- 
ness, and bas left his wife and children to 


place himself and his body, after death, at the 
disposal ofthe medical men, in order that 
they may so study his case as to ascertain the 
cause, morbid changes and means of relief of 
this comparativeiy unknown malady. 

The young man’s name is Munkombi, and 
he ils a member of the missionary church at 
the Banza Manteka station, where not fewer 
than sixty of his fellow converts have been 
carried off by the sleeping sickness. His own 
sister is dying of. it; she becomes almost ma- 
niacal at the full of the moon. die brother 
by marriage died by !t at about the time of bis 
departure, which was a spontaneous action 
on his part in order that by dying in a forelyn 
Innd he might perchance benefit his yet un- 
afflicted countryiien. 

Munkombſ is yet well and able to work, but 
he is smitten with the trouble, as is shown to 
others by some Iittle impairment of his 
mental alertness. The disease is not believed 
to be contagious, although several members 
of the same fuinily muy die by it. 80 far as 
the observation of the missionaries goes, no 
case has been saved from a fatal termination 
by treatment. The duration may extend for 
three years or it may be for only two or three 
weeks, Asthe disease progresses the patient 
is suld to sieep his life away, although in se- 
vere cases mani:cal symptoms develop. 

Great emuciation marks the chronic cases. 
**Nelavan’’ ts a term used by Declat and 
some other French writers as de-eriptive of 
the sleep disexse of Africa at some points to 
the north of the Congo, but on the west coast 
where it appears to be epidemic Declat thinks 
he has found some points of resembiance be- 
tween nelavan and the chicken cholera. Mr. 
stanicy. makes noreference in his last vol- 
umes to the qccurrence of the d'sease among 
his carriers, notafew of whom were proba- 
bly taken from the lower Congo districts, 
where the disease is most frequent.
